Alexander Ector Orr, who may succeed | 
John A. McCall, was born in Stra- | 
bane, Counts Ireland, March 2, 
1831. He settled permanently in New 
York in 1850, after a visit in the year pre- 
vious. His first wife was Juliet B. Dows, 
who died in “1873. His second wife was 
Margaret S. Luquer. 

Mr. Orr's early employment was that of 
a shipping clerk, and in 1861 he hecame a4 
partner in the firm of David Dows & 
Co. Two years before this he became 4 
member of the New York Produce Ex-! 
of which he had been many 
times President. He was also President | 
of the New York Chamber Commerce, | 
and is a member of the Board of Rapid 
Transit Commissioners of New York. He 
is a Director in many large financial and 
commercial institutions. He gives much 
of his tme to philanthropic institutions. 

Mr. Orr is not a self-made man in the 
vsual sense of the term, having inherited 
a considerable fortune from his father, | 
aman of Scotch-Irish descent. It has 
been said of him that through his efforts 
more than any one else New 
York remains a great grain-shipping port. 
He served on the Canal of 
Gov. Tilden, and in 1875 aided in exposing 
the frauds of the canal ring. ; 

He was a Democratic Presidential Elect- 
or in 1876. He supported Seth Low for 
Mayor in 1881, and again in 1883, and has 
warmly advocated non-partisanship in 
municipal affairs. Mayor Chapin appoint- 
ed him a Civil Service Commissioner in 
1888. He devoted much time labor 
to the thankless task of going ex- 
amination papers of applicants for posi- 
tions as policemen, firemen, and clerks in 
the city departments. 

He has always shown the greatest in- 
terest in the affairs of Brooklyn, which 
has been his home for many years. One 
of the significant recognitions of his 
standing was his appointment by both 
Brooklyn and New York to arbitrate the 
settlement of the dispute between the 
Commissioners and the contractors for the 
Brooklyn Bridge. 

He is a member of the Hamilton Club, 
the Long Island Historical Club, the Long 
Island Historical Society, and Grace Epis- 
copal Church, Brooklyn.

no other motive for the suicide than that | 
she had been suffering from hysteria 
brought on by the excitement of New 
Year's Eve.

| CHURCHGOERS WITNESS DUEL 


Jealous Rivals Shoot and Stab Each 
Other at Church Entrance—1 Dying. 


People on thelr way to 9 o’clock mass 
in the Catholic Church of the Annuncia- 
tion, at North Fifth and Havemeyer 
Streets, Williamsburg, yesterday morning 
witnessed a deadly knife and revolver 
duel between Nicola Cardito and Thomas 
| Lauth, who fought over the affections 
lofa young woman. 

There was the most intense excitement 
| in the crowd of churchgoers during the 
battle. The fight was waged on the side- 
| walk right in front of the church, and 
when it was over Lauth had received 
wounds believed to be mortal, while his 
antagonist got two bullets in his body. 
| Cardito is 26 years of age, and lives at 
| 606 Lorine Street, and Lauth is 32 years 
old and resides at 37 Jackson Street. On 
New Year's eve the men attended a re- 
ception given by friends. Cardito, it is 
said, paid marked attention to a young 
jwoman who is engaged to be married to 
Lauth. The men had some words and 
parted in an angry mood. 

They met yesterday morning in front of 
the church, and without any warning 
“ardito drew a stiletto and slashed at 
Lauth. Lauth backed away, and, draw- 
| ing a revolver, began shooting. Two bul- 
lets struck Cardito, but he closed in on 
| Lauth and the two rolled over in a dead- 


ly embrace. Lauth fired six shots in all, 
four of the bullets whistling uncomforta- 
bly near the heads of the churchgoers. 

Women and children screamed and fled 
in all directions. Their cries were heard 
by Detective Collins of the Bedford Ave- 
nue Police Station, who was inside the 
chureh, and, hurrying out, he saw the 
two men struggling and fighting desper- 
ately. He had to strike both men on the 
| head with his heavy revolver before he 
could force them to drop their weapons. 

By this time the police reserves and an 
Eastern District Hospital ambulance had 
been summoned: Dr. Precht, who attend- 
ed Lauth, said he was dying from stab 
wounds. He and Cardito were removed 
to the hospital, where two bullets were 
extracted trom Cardito’s body. It was 
said he would recover.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—The President 
shook hands with 9,052 persons at 
annual White House reception to-day. 
Last year the number received was 7,115. 
From 11 o'clock this morning until 2:45 
in the afternoon Mrs. Roosevelt 
stood at the President's side, 
the guests with him. 

The noticeable feature of the public re- 
ception, beginning at 1 o’clock, was the 
number of children in line. Each one 


{had the pleasure of shaking hands with 


the President, and- for many Mr. Roose- 
velt had some remark in passing. 

The line of visitors who were to be ad- 
mitted after the official guests began 
forming in front of the White House gates 
By 11 o'clock the column 
stretched along the front of the State, 
War, and Navy Building, although none 
of those standing there was to be admit- 
ted to the White House for two hours 
more. 

Shortly before 11 o’clock the President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt, preceded by the mili- 
tary, naval, and White House aides, all 
in special full dress, descended the mar- 
ble stairway leading from the _ second 
floor. Entering the Blue Room, they took 
their places to the right of the 
leading from the Red Room. Mrs. Roose- 
velt wore a gown of pale blue 
white silk.
